San Francisco, March 27.—The 
trial of 16-year-old Dorothy Ellingson 
for the murder of Her mother will 
proceed until a verdict has been 
reached, despite ber attacks of hys- 
teria and the fact that she is but a 
shadew of her former radiant self.

ed during the noon recess for the sev- 
enth time since the trial began. 

Crying “save me,” the jazz girl 
again collapsed for the eighth time 
just before court adjourned for the 
day. She was carried out by attend- 
ants. Her condition was reported as 
“highly nervous’ at the county jail 
Friday night. 

She was unconscious for seven min- 
utes while her father, Joseph Elling- 
son, and her brother, Earl, created a 
scene in the courtroom because they 
|were barred from the jury room in 
which the girl was being revived. 

District attorney Brady, suggesting 
a2 second degree murder plea, declared 
that “all this agony, hysteria and 
procedure in court is useless. I do not 
ithink this girl should be turned loose 
pon society, as she has confessed her 
jerime. But the continuance of this 
‘trial is not doing society any good, 


It should be ended quickly as possible, 
with all ends of justice served.’ 

The attorneys for the defense, hav- 
ing signified their refusal, announced 
themselves satisfied with the jury and

ialternates. The jury consists 
 thres women and nine men.

Boston, March 27.—An increase of 
more than $100,400,000 in the surplus 
of the Ford Motor company in the 
year ending this month is shown in 
a statement of condition filed by the 
company with the secretary of the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The statement places the present 
surplus at $542.476.496.59, as against 
$442.041,081.12 in March, 1924. 

The total assets show an increase 
of $46, o22,.828, the figures jumping 
from $068,101,659 in March, 1924,

Wrightsville, Ga., March 27.—Fol- 
lowing the conviction of J. J. Tanner, 
here this afternoon, on a charge of 
murder and his sentence to serve a 
life term in the state penitentiary, 
lawyers for Tanner filed a motion for 
a new trial. Judge Earl Camp an- 
nounced that he would hear the mo- 
tion on Maw 15. 

Sheriff Claxton this afternoon 
transferred Tanner to the Dublin jail 
fer safe-keeping until the motion for 
new trial is heard,

Tanner, tried here this week, for 
the killing of Gus A. Tarbutton, prom- 
inent farmer and banker of Johnson 
county, was found guilty by the jury 
this afternoon and recommended to 
the mercy of the court. 

Judge Camp sentenced him to life 
imprisonment. 

Considers 10 Hours. 

The jury had considered 
since 6 o'clock last night. After 
deliberating for four hours, the jury 
retired for the night and this morn- 
ing at 8:30 o'clock returned to the 
courthouse for further attention to the 
case. 

At 2:50 this afternoon a flurry of 
excitement flashed through the crowd 
that had been waiting for the jury's 
report, when it was announced that 
a verdict was reached, and as the 12 
men filed into the jury box, where 
thev had been confined since Monday. 
there was a death-like silence as the 
foreman read the verdict, which car- 
ried with it the court's recommenda- 
tion of mercy. Judge Camp immedi- 
ately prononnced ‘sentence on Tanner 
and in a remarkably short time, the 
courthouse was empty. 

Trial Began Monday. 

The trial of Tanner begun Monday 
morning jf Johnson county superior 
court, and was stubbornly fought all 
the way through, until the jury re- 
ceived the case late Thursday. 

The center of attention during the 
trial was the purported eye-witness 
testimony of Noah Covington, who 
gave a detailed account of having 
witnessed the shooting, alleging that 
Tanner deliberately raised his gun to 
his shoulder and shot arbutton, and 
then himself fell to the ground The

Stricken on Athens Street 
and Died Few Hours 
Later at Hospital, Where 
He Was Carried. 


FUNERAL SERVICES 
SUNDAY AFTERNOON 


Was Son of Former Govy- 
ernor of Georgia and Was 
One of State’s Most Dis- 
tinguished Men. 


Athens, Ga., March 27.—(Special.) 
Judge Andrew J. Cobb, son of a 
former governor of Georgia, and him- 
self one of the most distinguished men 
in) the state, died here this afternoon 
at 3:10 o'clock in a hospital where 
he was taken following an attack of a 
downtown street of angina pectoris. 

The eminent jurist had been in ill 
health for several years, and while he 
was forced to cease activity as a 
member of the various important 
bodies, both secular and religious in 
this state, of which he was a member, 
he daily attended his classes in 
Lumpkin Luw school at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, where he held the 
chair of “constitutional law.” 

No man in Georgia occupied « more 
commanding position for many years 
than did Judge Andrew J. Cobb. 
Such was his integrity of character, 
deep learning in statesmanship and 
law and his undisputed capacity for 
leadership, that when he spoke he 
received the attention of the entire 
state, 

Jor many years Judge Cobb was 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the Georgia Baptist convention and 
chairman of the board of deacons of 
the First Baptist church in Athens. 


Friend of Wilson. 
During and after the World war, 


dudge Cobb was one of Woodrow \Wil- 


son's stanchest supporters. He was 
u firm believer in the League of Na- 
tions aud never hesitated to give that 
institution his whole-hearted support 
“ud in politigal campaigns, where it 
Wis made an issue, Judge Cobb de- 
feuded the league and President Wul- 
son and the latter's policies.
